In uid-September the Chinese Communists began build wa large railway repair 

shop at “uts'wnyu (%_ Aq +4 +), on the Yungling (3 Gé ) Highway, 20 miles 

from Nanning. The repair shop was being rebuilt by 600 technicians and labor~ 
ers and 15 Soviet advisers. A light railway has been built between the repair 
Shop site and the South Station at Nanning. 


On 18 September 3 railway cars loaded with ammmition and gasoline arrived at 
Liuchou from Hankow and unloaded at the Iduchon South Station. ‘The ammunition 
and gasoline, vhich consisted of 3,500 boxes of snall-type bombs and 150 x 
50-gallon drums of aviation gasoline » were loaded on 3), military trucks and 
transported to a warehouse on Liuchou Airfield, 


On 25 August at 6:00 aom. WIFI Jmeg-chen cabled LU Cheng~tstao about a military 
train thich .as blocaded while headed cast of Tientsin. LU went to Chunlian:ch'eng 
(¥ ag 3% ) to enlist the aid of tho Railuay Bureau in clearing up the matter. 
This was the second time that trensportation trouble occurred in the Chunliangeh tang 
region since the Chinese Communists entered the Korean war. At 3 pom. LI 
K'owneng reported to LIU Shao~Ch'i that undevground elements must have caused

On 22 September at 11 poms. 500 cases of trench mortar ammmition and 100 cases. 
of anti-aircraft ammunition arrived at Canton from Henkow on the Canton-llankow 
Railway. All of this anu on wes stored at the Chingt'aikteng (¥ Be tf ) 
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25X1X Warehouse, White Cloud Airfield. 


5. Between 13 and 16 September approximately 3,000 marine mines of Soviet mennfacture 
arrived in Canton fron Hankow on the Canton-Hankow Railway. These imines were 
stored at the Hutiehkeng (#44 ¥% 8] ) Verehouse, “hampoa. Some of these mines 
are to be sent to Swatow, the remainder to Hsiying (110-2, 21-11), Haiktou 
(11020, 20-03), and Yulin. 


6. On 17 September 16 x 37 mn guns arrived at Shanghai by rail from Tientsins 


A number of these gums are to be emplaced at Tach'ang and Kiangwan Airfields, 
and the remsinder will be emplaced in a suburb of Shanghai. 
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
